The coloring principle in earth colors is the 
hydrated peroxide of iron contained therein in 
varying quantities. Many earth colors are 
mixed with organic bodies of a brown color 
arising from the carbon of vegetable decomposi- 
tions. Coloring matter thus composed, like Cas- 
sel brown, will not answer the purposes of paper 
making. Mahogany brown is an earth color 
similar to burned sienna, and has a reddish 


| brown color. It is produced by heating hy- 
drated peroxide of iron obtained from green 
| vitriol. Darker mahogany brown, chestnut 
brown, deer brown, umber brown, &c., are pro- 
duced from iron filings, but genuine umber is a 
silicate of sesquioxide of manganese.

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Sizing Paste. 


An improved process of nanufacturing an in- 
spissating and sizing paste from animal proteinous 
substances to be used as a substitute for starch, 
dextrine, gum and other sizings in the manufact- 
ure of paper, printing of textile fabrics, &c., 


with caustic alkalies. 
One thousand grams of dry proteinous sub- 
stances, such as meat or meat scraps, caseine or 


hours with ten litres of water and fifty-four 
grams of caustic soda. The solution obtained is 
passed through a sieve and tested, and if it is not 
perfectly neutral it is neutralized by continued 
stirring with diluted acetic or muriatic acid as 
long as it is still warm. The liquid paste so ob- 
tained can be employed either directly, like 
starch, or it can be dried by being spread at a 
temperature of 25° to 30° Centigrade on sheet 
zine or porcelain trays. The dried product re- 
mains perfectly soluble, but it is necessary to 
observe in dissolving it the same care which is 
necessary in dissolving albumen obtained from 
animal blood. In place of the caustic soda | 
caustic potash can also be used. 
| The application of the paste obtained by the | 
| process described is said to have not only the | 
| advantage of a lower price and a better drying 
| capacity, but to impart, also, the same body, 
adhesion, and elasticity as the materials which 
have been heretofore employed for the same 
purpose. When used asa sizing it gives a con- 
| siderably improved appearance to the fabric. 
Analogous to starch, it cannot be applied with 
acid dyes. 

When the paste is employed in connection 
with salts of lime, barytes, alumina, zinc, and | 
the soluble salts of the heavy metals, it is neces- 
sary for preventing coagulation to add such 
salts which, according to the rules of analytical | 
chemistry, are known to retard or prevent the 
precipitation of these salts by means of bibasic | 
acids or their soluble salts. In place of the salts 
referred to such salts which are commonly em- 
ployed in calico printing, as soluble resist-pastes 
under albumen colors, can also be used.

Russian Paper Making. 








While paper manufacture in Russia is in a 
most favorable position as regards the rag sup- 
ply, it is all the worse with respect to other ma- 
Some few industries, it is true, are well 
developed, but chemical manufacture is compar- 
atively very backward. Of the leading articles 
consumed, the only ones made here are sulphuric 
acid, hydrochloric acid, green vitriol, yellow

Next to knowing how to deal with these pur- 
chasers everyone of whom pays a different price, 
there is the great knowledge to be acquired of 
making the best of adjudications. The moment 
an adjudication is to come off, all of the dealers 
in a body sally forth from their shops for the 
field of battle, and ten minutes after the affair 
has come off they can all be found comfortably 
seated in the nearest tea house. Strange to say, 
the dealer who obtained the job the last time has 
got it once more at a good price, and all com- 
petitors are contented; the only exception being 
that some new manufacturers occasionally make 
offers and then have to deliver the goods adjudi- 
cated upon at a figure so low that they are glad 
to get rid of the contract by the time the next 
adjudication turns up. In other words, the 
dealers all stick together, not only in this matter 
of adjudications, but also in dealing with a man- 
ufacturer,and I pity the man who has been unable 
to get a consumer to take a lot of goods because 
of some slight difference in shape or weight, and 
is forced into the open market with it or tries 
to make better conditions to one dealer than to 
the rest. 

It is most incredible how quickly all of the 
dealers (though competitors) are posted, and like 
one man offer for the rejected lot of paper fifty 
to sixty per cent. below its intrinsic value. But 
all people living here know these chaps, and if 
he cannot get along with them it is his own 
It is different with respect to a stranger, 
who in very rare cases will fare well in dealing 
with these queer tradesmen. If he thinks he 
will do better by selling to them than toa whole- 
sale firm, he may be very much mistaken, for 
whatever difference in price there apparently 
may be, will not unlikely be deducted under the 
most unexpected pleas. While, however, draw- 
ing this picture of the St. Petersburg paper 
dealers, it cannot be denied that they also have 
their good qualities. Without an exception they 
are of good standing, and most of them sell very 
large amounts of paper. This even causes them 
to be frequently quite sound in their dealings to 
a certain degree, a circumstance which often 
reconciles you to doing business with them. Not 


| seldom the broad, gay Russian way of doing 


| things—upon which Russians so much pride

There are, it is 
true, some large houses—considering the amount

All manufact- 
urers in good position sell direct to the consumer 
and only occasionally to a dealer, whose main 
business consists in making the most out of a 
few small manufacturers, or buying up lots of 
rejected paper, of poor quality, as cheap as 
possible.

lows: In the first place there are the paper mills, 
then four or five large German firms, who take 
care of the importation of the finer sorts of pa- 
per, and the many novelties from Germany, 
England and latterly also from the United 
States, for their own account. German manu- 
facturers over and again make an occasional at- 


| tempt—if possible, without the intervention of 


an agent—to work direct with the Russian 
dealer, in order to obtain better prices, but I 
fear very much that it will take some time be- 
fore such trade will produce good results. Then, 
there are the agents of Finland and Riga paper 
mills. On the other hand, there stand as pur- 
chasers one large German firm and a few small 
ones, which hardly sell anything beyond writing 
paper and drawing material, &c. Then there is 
a German house selling wrapping paper and 
paper bags, and finally, an innumerable crowd 
of larger and smaller Russian dealers. Then 
there is the interior of Russia proper, and there 
are Poland and the Baltic provinces, all order- 
ing most extensively from here. 

The Russian paper dealer usually comes as a 
boy from a village or provincial city and is ap- 
prenticed here with a dealer from the same lo- 
eality. Quite a number hail from Rostow, dis 
trict of Jaroslaw. Most of the time this boy can 
read and write; he stays ten, twenty or thirty 
years with the same firm, and gradually rises to 
ahead clerkship. All of his attention is devoted

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Packing Paper. 








A packing paper intended for preserving fruits, 
vegetables, meats, etc., from decay, without im- 
parting any obnoxious odor, or rendering the 
food unfit for use, is prepared by saturating the 
paper with a composition of salicylic acid, resin, 
paraffine, crude turpentine, and pine tar. 

The solution or composition in which the pa- 
per or other material is saturated is composed 
of salicylic acid, 10 per cent. ; resin, 50 per cent. ; 
paraffine, 10 per cent.; crude turpentine, 15 per 
cent. ; pine tar, 15 per cent. Steam or other heat 
is used as a reducing agent to form a chemical 
combination of all the elements. The paper is 
then passed through this compound, so as to be- 
come thoroughly saturated, and is then freed 
from any surplus of the saturating material by 
means of scrapers or pressure rolls, and then 
passed in contact with heated surfaces or ex- 
posed to heated air blasts, whereby it is render- 
ed dry and cleanly. Any suitable or proper ma- 
chine may be used for the saturation and drying. 
For some purposes it may be necessary to sub- 
stitute resin for the crude turpentine and pine 
tar, and also to increase the percentage of par- 
affine and salicylic acid to some extent. In 
some instances, where the odor is not injurious 
or objectionable, naphthaline may be substituted 
for the salicylic acid, or the naphthaline may be 
used in connection with the salicylic acid. 
Felted or woven fabrics can be saturated and 
used to advantage in the same manner as the pa- 
pers; and woolen fabrics,'furs, feathers, and like 
articles are preserved from the ravages of insects, 
and meta] surfaces are protected from rust and 
tarnish, by being wrapped in the material or 
fabric prepared as described. (242,540. ) 
i.

Holyoke N otes, 





[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT. } 


Hotyoke, Mass., July 7, 1881. 

At two o’clock this (Thursday) morning, the 
water was let into the canals again and the mills 
started up at the usual hour, after having one 
week’s rest. This very brief shut down was re- 
quired to facilitate the setting of head-gates for 
the various new mills and it came opportunely 
at the mid-year holiday. The Water Power 
Company gave notice of the shut down on May 
27, and all of the builders of new mills, as well 
as those having any repairs to make at the old 
ones, made their calculations accordingly. Some 
of the manufacturers, having no repairs to make, 
wrote to the Water Power Company asking to 
have the shut down curtailed. These written 
requests were not sent until June 27, one month 
after the notification, and it is obvious that the 
Water Power Company could not change the 
programme by granting the requests without in- 
justice to others by a serious derangement of im- 
portant plans. Some of the mills and manufac- 
tories that are supplied with steam power were 
not obliged to remain idle during the whole 
week, and others that have steam facilities 
could’nt use them, because they depended upon 
getting water for the boilers from the canals. 
This was the case at the Winona paper mill, 
whose steam apparatus was put in for use in 
case of short water and not for emergencies of 
no water. However, it may be presumed that a 
week’s rest will give all of the operatives a zest 
for work, so that there is no loss without some 
gain. The Water Power Company improved 
the week of empty canals by extensive repairs 
upon the second level’s gates at South Holyoke, 
in the rear of the Holyoke Paper Company’s 
mill, and also by carrying forward the work of 
laying the wall of the south side of the third 
level. This latter work is not yet complete, but 
can be continued on Sundays, hereafter as here- 
tofore. 

The amount of freight received in and sent 
from Holyoke, is something remarkable for a 
new city. By accurate figures gathered from 
the Water Power Company’s books, it is found 
that during the year 1880, there were 306,853 
tons of freight sent out of or received in the 
city. This gave nearly 1000 tons for each of the 
313 working days, and this year the amount will 
be fully 1000 tons per day. Of this amount the 
largest item next to coal was paper stock, 60,699 
tons. The paper product shipped, weighed 
37,434 tons in the same period. It will not be 
long before Holyoke’s paper mills will send away 
1000 tons of product per week, every week in the 
year. As THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL’S motto 
says ‘‘ the consumption of paper is the measure of 
a people’s culture,” it follows that this increase in 
the paper consumption must indicate a cor- 
responding increase of culture and no one doubts 
that it does. Of the total tonnage of freight toand 
from the city, the larger amount, about three- 
fourths was received; the other fourth, or, to be 
exact, 59,831 tons, was the amount shipped out of 
the city. The other industries contributing 
largely to the freight shipped were, cotton, 4,943 
tons; lumber, 4,240 tons; woolen goods, 2,550 tons; 
iron and wire, 2,243 tons; machinery and tools, 
1,440 tons, and thread, 1,034 tons. The amount 
of thread produced and shipped will, of course, 
be very greatly increased when the extension of 
the Hadley thread mill is ready for its work, and 
when the mammoth new Merrick thread mill on 
Appleton street begins to turn out its tons of 
product. The latter will not be ready until next 
season, for the building’s walls have only just 
got their foundations, and the construction is not 
to be forced any faster than is compatible with the 
most thorough results. This mill will be a model 
of substantial work, and when completed will be 
a handsome temple of industry. 

The postal card works have been turning out 
over a million of cards per day of late, and the 
number of cards made during the fiscal year 
ended July 1, was 309,054,500 which was an 
increase of 36,000,000 over the previous year. 
When the postal card works are removed to 
Castleton, N. Y., September 1, John C. Smith 
the machinist, will take the building for his 
shop. 

J. D. Whitmore’s card and chromo works are 
expected to be removed from New York next 
week to take their place in the Water Power 
Company’s big Cabot street mill building. This 
concern will at first employ here about seventy- 
five hands. 

The Holyoke Envelope Company has an order

and is turning out 400,000 envelopes per day.

How to Test Cochineal. 





Cochineal, owing to its high price, is very li- | eres ae 


able to adulteration, and, I think, I may safely 
say one does not often see a sample of unadul- 








terated cochineal. In fact, it was the different | 


shades of color produced in a preparation of 
which it was one of the ingredients that led me 
to go into the subject. The text books say that 
it is faced up with French chalk, white lead, 
&c., to give ita silvery appearance and add to 
its weight, the adulterating powder, of course, 
filling up the furrows on theinsect. The test for 
this is a microscopic examination, which would 
show the absence of the white down which exists 
naturally on the insect. I have examined a good 
many specimens under the microscopes and com- 
pared them with a genuine sample, and though 
in some cases there was a difference to be seen, 
in others it was very difficult tosay. This did 
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not seem to me an easy method of distinguishing 
the genuine insect ;'and having thought the mat- 
ter over, I at last hit upon a plan which turned 
out successful. I took a needle and scraped the 
white powder out of the furrows, and heated it 
on platinum foil. If the white powdery matter 
was genuine, it disappeared on the application 
of heat; butif adulterated it remained on the foil, 
and could, if desired, be tested either for lead or 
tale. Thiseasy method of testing depends on the 
combustion of organic bodies and non-combus- 
tion of the adulterating substances. Certainly 
this plan would fail, were the adulterating sub- 
stance of organic origin; but I doubt if a suit- 
able one could be found, as weight is the princi- 
pal object, and that is to be found mostly among 
inorganic substances. 

Another method of testing is to titrate a solution 
of cochineal with a standard solution of potas- 
sium permanganate. Another is to prepare a 
standard solution of cochineal for comparison 
with a sample under examination. This last isa 
good test; but one difficulty remains, viz., that of 
obtaining a genuinesample. If cochineal is pur- 
chased in the ordinary way from any of the 
drug houses here or in London, I think I can 
safely say that you will find all samples more or 
less adulterated. The foregoing tests, of course, 
apply to the silver grain variety. I have found 
experimentally that the black grain variety is 
inferior in coloring matter to the silver grain.— 
From a paper read by R. Aitken before the 
Edinburgh Chemists’ Assistants’ Association.

An Elevating Convert.

Of all the specifications of stuff elevators given 
through the medium of your valable paper, the 
chain belt seems to be the most likely to attain 
success. The great trouble with the elevator, 
heretofore, was in getting the pulp out of the 
buckets. If the belt is run at an angle of 45 de- 
grees according to ‘‘ Improvement’s” directions, 
this difficulty will be entirely overcome. The 
buckets will then have a chance to throw the 
pulp into the receiving box without coming in 
contact with the trough, a thing which could not 
readily be done if the belt was perpendicular. 
With this amendment and with the composition 
chain, the elevator may be said to be established.

Next to the stuff pump, there is nothing inside 
of the mill which stands so much in need of im- 
provement as the sand trap or button catcher of 
a washing engine. Let any one after emptying 
a washer examine the button catcher and see 
how much good stock is wasted. There will per- 
haps be found one handful of broken buttons, 
hooks and eyes, sand, etc., while on the other 
hand, there will be found quite a half bucket full 
of good stock which is washed down the river. 
I have often wondered if some plan could not be 
adopted, so that after washing the stock for 
fifteen or twenty minutes the holes or slots of the 
button catcher could be closed. Shutting up the 
openings would prevent the stock while being 
prepared from settling in the trap and thus being 
washed away.

Obituary. 


EDWIN BULKLEY. 

Just as we go to press the death of Edwin 
Bulkley, the senior member of the firm of Bulk- 
ley, Dunton & Co., of this city, is announced. 
This occurred at his country residence, South- 
port, Conn. He was about sixty-three years of 
age at the time of his death. He has been very 
infirm for the past four years, and during that 
time has given very little attention to business. 
His funeral will take place from his late resi- 
dence, at Southport, Conn., on Monday next. 


LEONARD WHITNEY. 

Leonard Whitne}, of the well known firm 
of Hollingsworth & Whitney (having mills in 
Watertown and South Braintree, Mass., and Gar- 
diner, Me., and stores in Boston and New York), 
died at his residence in Watertown on Tuesday 
evening July 5, at 9:30 o’clock. He was sixty- 
two years of age and leaves a wife, three sons 
and one daughter. : 

Mr. Whitney was the first maker of paper 
bags by machinery. The present firm started 
about twenty years ago and built up a large 
and prosperous business. Mr. Whitney was an 
active member of the Methodist Church, and a 
director of the Union Market National Bank of 
Watertown, also director of the Pacific National 
Bank of Boston. He had been in failing health 
for some time and his death was not entirely 
unexpected. 

ALFRED Dupont JESSUP. 

A dispatch from London, dated July 5, an- 
nounces the death of A. D. Jessup, late of the 
well known paper firm of Jessup & Moore. His 
death was caused by apoplexy. 

Mr. Jessup was born on June 20, 1826, in West- 
field, Mass. His father founded the well known 
paper manufacturing firm of Jessup & Moore, 
at Philadelphia, in 1843, and a branch office was 
established at No. 128 William street, in this 
city, in 1865. During his youth Mr. Jessup en- 
tered a lawyer’s office in Philadelphia, but soon 
after took a position in his father’s office. After 
his father retired from business he was for sev- 
eral years the head of the firm. He retired 
from the firm in 1871, but continued to own a 
paper mill at York, Pa. At the time of his 
death he was a member of the publishing firm 
of Cowperthwait & Co., of Philadelphia. He 
was a large holder of railway stock, also, and 


‘his estate is estimated to be worth about $6,000,- 


000. After retiring from business Mr. Jessup 
spent most of his time in traveling, crossing the 
Atlantic twenty-seven times and once making a 
tour of the world. He formerly owned the Ba- 
reda villa at Newport, R. I. He spent his win- 
ters of !ate years at Rome and his summers at 
Westwood Park, Droitwich, England, where he 
died. Mr. Jessup recently gave a plot of ground 
at Westfield for an Episcopal church. He also 
furnished most of the money for building the 
church, in which there is a memorial window to 
his wife. Last winter he gave a memorial rere- 
dos to an American Episcopal church in Rome. 
Mr. Jessup’s wife died fifteen years ago. He 
leaves a son and two daughters.

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Bamboo Fibre. 

The Pape r Makers’ Monthly Journal 
prints a paper on British Burmah read by Gen- 
eral Sir Arthur Phayre in the Indian section of 
the Society of Arts. in refer 
ring to the natural resources of British Burmah, 
said: ‘‘One abundant natural vegetable sub- 
stance, however, promises to become utilized, 
and to add to the products exported to other 
countries. I allude to the manufacture of paper 
from bamboo fibre, which has been undertaken 
by Thomas This enterprise will 
turn to good account a plant which grows rapid- 
ly in every part of British Burmah; and there 
are many tracts where plantations of it may be 
formed for the object in view. The material 
would be exported in the shape of fibrous paper 
stock.” 

In the discussion which followed Thomas Rout- 
ledge said that he was very glad to have an op- 
portunity of adding a few remarks to the very 
interesting and instructive paper, especially as 
being greatly desirous of utilizing some of the 
present waste products of Burmah. For nearly 
thirty years he had devoted his attention to the 
utilization of raw fibres for paper making, and 
during the last six or seven years had devoted 
himself especially to the bamboo omnipresent in 
Burmah asa valuable paper making material. 
There were numerous other fibrous plants indig 
enous to that country, which might be cultivated 
with advantage, but the bamboo received his 
special attention, because it grew in almost in- 
exhaustible abundance, in many districts occu- 
pying many hundreds of square miles, to the ex- 
clusion of all other vegetation, and the facility 
of its treatment was unexampled. All the other 
fibres, such as the aloe, the penguin, the plantain 
(musa textilis), &c., required a large amount of 
manipulation, and, hitherto, no suitable ma- 
chinery had been devised for the purpose. This 
created a difficulty in utilizing them, because the 
country being sparsely populated, the labor re- 
quisite for treating these fibres, which were 
chiefly suitable for textiles, could not be obtain- 
ed. A paper maker was compelled, from the 
exigencies of his trade, to be content with the 
refuse of these fibres, and he feared that the ex- 
pense of producing them as textiles would, for 
some years to come, be prohibitive. The bam- 
boo, on the contrary, threw up long shoots every 
year, almost perennially—for sixty or seventy 
years at least when once established. All you 
had to do was to cut them down, pass them into 
one of those streams with which the country 
abounded, float them down to the port, crush 
them, and convert them into rough ‘‘stock” (a sam- 
ple of which he produced), and there was the ma- 
terial that paper makers were so much in want of. 
These bamboos cost nothing but the collection, 
and though the population was sparse, he be- 
lieved the difficulty could be gotover. Of course 
the population could not live in the impenetrable 
jungle, but as it become cleared, the population 
would follow, provided there were occupation 
for them. Ina small pamphlet, published some 
time ago, he drew a parallel between the bam- 
boo and asparagus, the main difference being 
that you could only cut asparagus for five or six 
weeks, while the bamboo season lasted several 
months. He believed it would ultimately form 
a good textile material The Burmese made 
rope of it; the houses they lived in, the masts 
and spars of their vessels and nearly every- 
thing else, was formed of bamboo. An im- 
portant Blue book had lately been issued by the 
government of India, written by Mr. Liotard, 
of the Agricultural Department, giving a history 
of the materials suitable for paper making in 
India. As he said, Burmah was exceedingly 
rich in other fibres, as hemp, flax, jute, and the 
hibiscus tribe; but all these, like the aloe, re- 
quired to be cultivated, to be cut and dried, 
then steeped, or retted, and then hand manipu- 
lation was needful to prepare them for the 
market; whereas the bamboo required nothing 
at all. The process the bamboo underwent was 
simply to crush the raw stem and boil it, and 
reduce it to a tow-like condition, when it could 
be compressed like jute of cotton, and it would 
then come into the ordinary freightage of those 
articles—about 45 cubic feet to the ton. This 
was done by a process he had patented in India. 
The bamboo, when dried and in its natural con- 
dition was very hard and intractable, with, any 
system of simple crushing, could not be brought 
into a suitable bulk for freightage, which, after 
all, was a most important point, as affecting the 
cost of any raw material. A ton of produce, 
what ever it might be, should not occupy more | 
than about 40 cubic feet as dead weight, but 
the bamboo, crushed to the utmost possible 
extent, would occupy %6 cubic feet, and if mere 
ly crushed in the ordinary way, even under a 
pressure of two or three tons to the square inch,

paper was printed on Esparto paper, which he 
(Mr. Routledge) had then first introduced. In 
fact, in 1860, he was the only paper maker using 
it, whereas now 200,000 tons a year were used. 
It was now getting very scarce and dear; it had 
been almost exhausted in Spain; the same thing 
was occurring in Algeria; and he feared the result 
of the French interference in Tunis and Tripoli 
would be to put a protective duty upon it from 
there. Everything, therefore, pointed to the de- 
sirability of developing the resources of India 
and Burmah, so that we might be independent 
of foreign nations. 

After several gentlemen had spoken, the 
chairman said Mr. Routledge had given some 
very interesting facts with reference to paper 
making which had especially interested him, 
the ‘‘ bamboo” being a very old friend of his. 
He had spent a great many years in two countries 
where there was this singular state of things 
In China, where rags abounded, they never 
used a bit of rag in paper, but it was entirely 
made of bamboo In Japan, where also they had 
abundance of rags—in fact, they were a perfect 
drug in the market—they neither used them nor 
bamboo, of which they had plenty also, but the 
bark of the mulberry tree, with some twigs of 
other shrubs. The bamboo paper, which was 
well known to artists many years ago, being 
specially favorable to fine proof impressions 
from copper-plate, was called Indian paper, be- 
cause it was brought home in India ships; but it 
was really China paper, and there it existed to 
this day. That colossal empire, like other mega- 
theria, moved very slowly, and had not shown 
the slightest disposition to use either rags Or mul- 
berry bark. The bamboo paper had one objec- 
tion, that it was exceedingly perishable and 
brittle; it tore with the slightest effort, whereas 
that shown by Mr. Routledge was cured of this 
defect. Japanese paper also, though often as 
fine as cambric, was almost as difficult to tear. 
Of course, both in China and Japan, the paper 
was made for Indian ink, which again was really 
Chinese ink. The Japanese, with their marvel- 
ous development of industry in the last ten or 
twelve years, had now got various paper mills 
on the European pattern, and made a good deal 
of paper entirely of rags or rags mixed with other 
ingredients. The Chinese, on the other hand, 
went on making their bamboo paper as they did 
3,000 years ago, and for aught he could see would 


| goon doing so for another 1,000 years. Mr. Rout- 


ledge’s bamboo paper was much superior in 


| many respects to that of the Chinese though 


they had been using it so long. He supposed it 
would be necessary to have crushing machinery 
wherever the chief supplies might be drawn 
from, in order to reduce the bamboo to some 
manageable condition for freight. The Chinese 
were rocked in bamboo cradles when they were 
young, fed with bamboo, and beaten with it when 
they were growing up; they lived under it in 
their houses, and, in fact, without bamboo one 
could scarcely understand how a Chinese popu- 
lation could exist.

A horrible incident is reported in the Viennese 
papers as having taken place recently in the 
Bobemia paper mill of Gellerth & Fuerth, at 
Pilsen. It having been found that the great 
steam boiler was foul, and that the furnaces re 
quired cleaning, they caused the fires to be ex- 
tinguished, and employed a gang of workmen to 
execute the necessary cleansing operations.

Side-Strengthened Belt. 


The cut shows a belt in Philadelphia, 167 feet 
long, 20 inches wide, having leather belt 34 
inches wide cemented and riveted on its outside 
face at either edge. It carries the power from 
the 20 by 48 Corliss engine and drives three 
shafts. This belt runs from an 18-foot fly wheel 
running 60 revolutions per minute. Hence the 
belt has a velocity of 3,392 feet per minute. It is 
intended to give 125 horse-powers to the three 
pulleys—80 on the 6-foot pulley, 24 on the 4-foot 
pulley and 21 on the 3-foot. This gives 70.6 
square feet per minute upon the 6-foot pulley 
235.55 on the 4-foot and 292.2 on the 3-foot. If it 
were considered as a 27-inch belt (20 + 364y + 
314), it would be given 1 horse-power for 61 
square feet of belt contact per minute. This 
shows very good results by arranging a given 
width of belt in one wide strip, with side- 
strengthening pieces— better results than can 
be obtained by the same amount of belting in 


one wide strip.
